For Bravery Costing His Life 


WASHINGTON, June 13—(AP)—A Negra, soldier in 
Korea who ignored an order to retreat and fought a heroic 
delaying action which cost him his life has won the Medal 


of Honor. 


The nation’s highest prize for’ 


bravery has been awarded post- 
humously to Pfc. William Thomp- 
son, 22, formerly of New York 
City. He is the first man of his 


race to win the medal since the 


panish-American war. 


He was killed last Aug. 6 when 
he disobeyed an order to withdraw 
and, though repeatedly wounded, 
fought single-handedly against 
the Reds while his comrades made 
their way to safety. 


The medal will be presented to 
his mother, Mrs. Mary Henderson, 
202 Decatur St., Brooklyn, N. > 
by Gen. Bradley in a ceremony 
at the Pentagon on June 21. His 
stepfather, Harry Henderson, also 
will attend the presentation.

University 
Center Goes 
To Marietta 


Regents Reject 
Tech Pay Hike 


An “Off-Campus Center” of the 
University of Georgia will be 
established at Marietta, the Board 
of Regents decided Wednesday. 

Reversing a previous decision | 
against the proposed center, the 
board stated the Lockheed plant 
now makes it necessary. Teachers 
from the’ University System travel | 
to these “Off-Campus Centers” 
and teach night courses in eollege | 
freshman and sophomore work. 
Such centers now are operated at. 
Gainesville, Rome, Columbus, and 
Wavcross. 

The Regents rejected Georgia 
Tech’s faculty request for a Sum- 
mer-months pay increase from 30 
percent to one-third of the base 
pay for a nine-month session. 

It voted to hike the tuition fee 
for medical students at Augusta 
from $130 per quarter to a “level 
with that of other state-supported 
medical schools.” It also gave the 
school $10,000 to expand its de- 
partment of radiology. 

It deferred for further study a 
proposal to change South Georgia 
College from a junior college into 
a senior college. 

The Board agreed to a $3,000

Senate passage yesterday of a law to 
allow states to open welfare rolls to pub- 
lic inspection without risking the loss of 
federal matching funds is in line with the 
growing public sentiment on this question. 

Only this year the Georgia General As- 
sembly passed a resolution asking Con- 
gress to strike out the law requiring wel- 
fare rolls to be kept secret. The reason- 
ing of the Legislature, and it undoubtedly 
is sound, was that chiselers would be kept 
off relief rolls if they knew they might 
be detected and brought to account. 

As matters now stand, not even a grand 
jury or a legislative committee can exam- 
ine relief rolls on the penalty of losing 
matching funds, which amount to about 
70 per cent of the total benefits distrib- 
uted by the state. 

The rapid growth of relief rolls in a 
period of great prosperity is becoming a 
matter of grave concern throughout the 
country. Georgia is not the only state 
vhich is chafing under the federal regu- 
lation. Indiana was so incensed by the 
ease with which parasites can draw gov- 
ernment assistance, with no possible chance 
of detection, that they ignored the fed- 
eral regulation and passed a law provid- 
ing for inspection of welfare rolls. Flor- 
ida passed a similar+aw but with the con- 
dition that the cabinét would have author- 
ity. to rescind its effect should federal 
funds be withdrawn. 


The Social Security Administration al- 
ready has threatened to cut off federal 
funds from Indiana and it was this which 

rompted Representative Jenner, Indiana 
epublican, to offer the bill yesterday 
as a rider to the Labor-Federal Security 
appropriations bill. That senators voted 
overwhelmingly to allow the rider to re- 
main on the bill is an indication of pre- 
vailing sentiment. | 

Georgia is vitally interested in the final 
approval of the measure because it would 
give the state another weapon against over- 
loading of the relief rolls by leeches while 
many actually needy persons are unable 
to obtain assistance, 

We do not believe it necessary that the 
relief rolls be opened to inspection by 
every Tom, Dick and Harry in order to 
accomplish the needed objective. But cer- 
tainly grand juries and legislative com- 
mittees ought to be allowed to determine 
whether relief money is being wisely spent 
and whether relief recipients are in genu- 
ine need of help. 

The bill the Senate has pas: *d simply 


provides that states which allow relief 


rolls to be inspected shall not be penalized. 
The states would be left free to determine 
the method and extent of inspection. 

We hope the House of Representatives 
will concur and that the President will 
sign the measure. It is needed in Georgia 
and elsewhere.

WASHINGTON—Members of the House and 

Senate banking committees have complained of 

public apathy in connection with pending legis- 

lation to strengthen and extend government price and wage controls 

for another period of two years. The present act expires on June 30. 

While various large organizations have appeared before the two 

congressional committees to urge that the controls be eliminated, 

or that their groups be given immunity, little has been heard from 
the consuming public. 


In an effort to arouse the public from its apathy, President 
Truman has declared that extension of the Defense Production Act 
is vitally needed to prevent “an unmanageable torrent of inflation.” 
Existing controls have “stopped the upward rush of prices,” he said, 
but warned that it was “only a breathing spell” before defense 
expenditures, increasing at a rate of $30,000,000,000 during thé next 


year, begin to exercise terrific inflationary pressures. 


Informed by congressional leaders that the committees in charge 
of the legislation had heard from many special groups, but not 
from the consumers, it was necessary for the President to set him- 
self up as the representative of the consumers. “I represent the 
consumers,” he said. ‘“That’s why I called you here.” 


Baruch Speaks Another voice has been raised in behalf 

of the consumers. Bernard M. Baruch, the 
well-known New York financier and close adviser to Presidents in 
two world wars, has sent a message to Congress strongly urging a 


continuation of controls on a strengthened basis “by eliminating all 
favoritism and exemptions to any and all individuals and groups.” 


But the President needs more support than this. He needs to

- Who Paid for Wedemeyer’s Fiye Vests?

WASHINGTON, June 13—The coroner’s inquest on who shoved General Douglas MacArthur 
has been characterized here as the most searching investigation in the history of United States for- 
eign policy. At the State Department and on Capitol Hill it is said that this inquiry has exposed 
every government secret except the precise size of our atomic stockpile. But this is not true. 


For example, the exact details of who paid 
for Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer’s diplomatic 
wardrobe in 1946 have not been disclosed, and a 
careful study of the secret negotiations in this 
case indicates that the State Department was 
done in again. 

The facts are as follows: 


General Wedemeyer was the United States 
commanding general in China in 1944 and 
1945. General George C. Marshall proposed 
early in 1946 that General Wedemeyer be 
appointed ambassador to China, succeeding 
General Patrick Hurley. This was some- 
time after the period when the United States 
used to appoint civilian ambassadors. 


President Truman agreed to the appointment. 
General Wedemeyer said he’d take it for a year, 
but he said he would have to have a little help 
in getting together the necessary diplomatic togs. 
This was his first diplomatic triumph in Wash- 
ington. 

Fully authorized by the government, there- 
fore, the general went to Brooks Brothers in New 
York and entered into various commercial ar- 
rangements. He bought a coat and vest for $143. 
He got himself a pair of diplomatic pants for $40. 

Moreover, he ordered two coats and two pairs 
of trousers to go with them, the first rig at $176 
and the second at $166. Then he began looking 
at vests. 

Altogether, he bought four vests for $112, not 
counting the aforementioned vest with the first 
coat, thus becoming the only five-vest man in 
the government service. Mission completed, he 
returned to Washington. 

Two days later, however, the general realized 
he had no top hat, so he went back and ordered 
one at $15.50, and while he was at it, he ordered 
four shirts at a cost of $43. This was before 
Macy’s started the price war. 

No sooner had this trousseau been purchased, 
however, than the general was left at the altar. 
A Chinese official (Mr. Acheson said Wednesday 
he thought it was a Chinese Nationalist official) 
started circulating the rumor that General Wede- 
meyer was going to replace General Marshall, 
who was then in China trying to get Chiang Kai- 
shek and Mao Tse-tung to make up. The Com- 


munists opposed Wedemeyer’s appointment and 
when this rumor began hampering General Mar- 
shall’s negotiations, it was decided that maybe 
General Wedemeyer should stay home. 
Consequently, Dean Acheson, who always gets 
the pleasant assignments in this government, was 
instructed to advise the general that his diploe 
matic career had ended before it had really be- 
gun. The general reported their conversation as 
follows: 
Acheson: “I’m sorry about this, Wedemeyer.” | 
Wedemeyer: “Well, I’m not at all sorry about 
it. There are two factors I don’t like about it. 
One, I don’t think that the Communists should 
determine who should be appointed by our gov- 
ernment in positions of responsibility, and two, I 
bought a trousseau as it were,.an ambassadorial 
trousseau, to the tune of about $800 or $900.” 
Acheson (disregarding the first point): “The 
State Department will take care of the clothes.” 


In order to keep the record straight, it was 
not $800 or $900. It was $697.19, counting 
$1.36 to deliver the first load and 33 cents to 
deliver the top hat. 


The State Department produced all these fig- 
ures on demand Wednesday afternoon. Had them 
all in Carl Hummelsine’s office, in triplicate. The 
money, said Mr. Hummelsine, came out of the 
Secretary of State’s “contingency fund,” which is 
designed officially to take care of “emergencies 
arising in the diplomatic and consular service.” 

Neither present nor future diplomats should 
be misled by these facts, however, Mr. Hummel- 
sine said, thinking, no doubt, of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. It was not the practice of 
the Department of State to buy uniforms for 
resident diplomats, military or otherwise. 

General Wedemeyer’s was an unusual case, he 
observed, negotiated by him with unusual skill, 
In fact, the only thing that disturbs the State 
Department is one crack made by the general to 
the coroner’s inquest. The trousseau, said the 
general, was in moth balls, and, he added, he 
wouldn’t wear it to a masquerade ball. 

The State Department thought that was a little 
ungenerous. Besides, as one official* remarked, 
“if he thinks the outfit’s so terrible, why is he 
keeping it in moth balls?”

Money To Go With Brains 


Ever so often news falls from different directions and fits together like a bunch 
of grapes. This came to pass the other day in the instance of several items bearing 


on the nation’s civil defense. 


In Georgia, it was announced that the Civil Defense 
division of the State Department of Defense had been “completely staffed.” 


In St. 


Louis, Federal Civil Defense Administrator Millard Caldwell, in a speech, said 
it is time for Congress to “stop fiddling” and decide whether the nation “will have 


civil defense or abandon the effort.” 


In Washington, Sen. Barkley, upon returning from a visit to 


Texas, declared that the people were tired of all the investigating going on in Washington and 


wanted some legislating for a change. 
attack is one form of participation in state af- 
fairs which is anxiously awaited in the capitals 
of the nation. 

Here in Georgia a start has been made toward 
providing an organization set to go into action if 
the day of atomic attack comes. The past ses- 
sion of the Legislature put up $200,000 for use 
in providing a state-wide civil defense staff. This 
staff is headed by Adjutant General Ernest Van- 
diver, Jr., with Brig. Gen.- Frank A. ment as 
deputy director. 


There is still a lot of “grassroots” organ- 
izing to do, such as provision of numerous 
air observation posts, but the fundamental 
defense organization is completed. 


Now, a move by the Federal Government is 
awaited. Georgia’s financing of the civil de- 
fense setup makes no provision for the purchase 
of equipment. Most states have not made such 
appropriations, Genera] Kopf explains, because 
the U. S. Government has promised to buy equip- 
ment on a matching basis with the states. 

The plan in Georgia is for the cities to put 
up half the money, the Federal Government the 
other half. 

Planning by Georgia cities indicates they are 
prepared to put up at least a million dollars for 
ecouipment, Genera! Kopf said: This, matched 
by federal funds, would mean that $2,000,000 in 
defense equipment awaits purchase in Georgia 
alone. And such is the situation in most of the 
states. 

Back to Defense Boss Caldwell: 

Warning that under “certain conditions” civil 
defense could be more important than the armed 


Federal assistance in providing the defense against atomic 


forces to guard America, he accused Congress of 


“thinking of defense in a military sense only.” 
“It does not yet understand that in this age 
no military force can win a major war without 


an informed, organized and trained civilian popu- 
lation in a strong supporting role,” he said. 

Speaking before the St. Louis Council on 
World Affairs at Washington University, he said 
“we need money for civil defense.” Congress 
recently slashed a civil defense appropriation 
from $403,000,000 to $84,000,000. 


General Kopf, explaining that the state’s de- 
fense machinery mainly is set up within the 
framework of existing agencies, said: “The 
welfare of Georgia people rests with the govern- 
ment—state and local. A disaster doesn’t change 
that a bit.” 


Under the Georgia plan the State Depart- 
ment of Defense heads up the Civil Defense 
activity and under it are utilized services of 
the health department, welfare department 
and labor department. 


Acknowledging that the situation is different 
on the national level, Kopf said that demands of 
a civil defense emergency require institution of 
an entirely new division of the national govern- 
ment. He pointed out that the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration had been most helpful to 
the states in providing planning and guidance. 

It appears, however, that the planning phase 
is about caught up with, and it is to the interest 
of the U. S. to provide some money muscles to 
go with the planning brains.

The Land Was 
Almost a Gift 


» Down in Coweta County lives a man who 
*. recently bought more than 100 acres of land and 
# at a price the previous owners felt they could 


oa aaah ¢ “ad ‘who moved in on it and went to work. He is busy 
setting up a cattle farm and now has more than 200 Herefords on 
it. I met him recently and he had a gleam in his eye that smacked 


of happiness. He had the look 
of a man having an awfully good 
time and of knowing that he was 
having a good time. 

What I started out to say was 
this: He paid $70 per acre for 
the land and someone asked him 
later on how he felt about the 
price and he said he felt like the 
previous owners had given it to 
him. “L am so happy over the 
transaction I feel like it was a 
gift.” 

And he may be right at that. 
It is all in the point of view. 


WITH HIS CATTLE the man 
has well over $100,000 invested 
in Georgia. If he set out to earn 
a living on the $100,000 from 
stocks and bonds he would do 
awfully well to get six percent 
with safety. Most likely, he 
would get four percent, because 
he would not want to speculate, 


He would sit around and 
worry about the business sit- 
uation, generally. He would 
be a ripe victim for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce workers, 
and others who worry pro- 
fessionally about the sales tax, 
the income taxes, and other 
regulations and taxes affect- 
ing almost everybody, and 
would be fitting himself for 
an ulcer. 


When he bought that farm 
and moved in on it, things be- 
gan to happen. He went into 
action, which is always good for 
one. He had all the pleasure of 
learning how to cover up the 
place in grasses and clover. 


He began moving the farm 
around to suit his ideas of what 
should be done. 


WHAT HE WILL do with it 
in the way of making it more 
attractive we wil] have to leave 
to time and his own ~abilities. 
What he can do with the invest- 
ment is something else. 


For one thing, he can pro- 
duce 15 registered heifers and 
get for them as much income 
as he would have gotten from 
his $100,000 invested in four 
percent bonds.

Although Deane gives a loyal boost to Harri- 
man, he makes such a fool of him that the 
thought of this man’s remaining in a position to 
do any further damage is alarming. Deane re- 
lates that at Teheran, Stalin told Roosevelt that 
he had about 60 divisions which could be shifted 
quickly to provide massed power whenever Stalin 
chose to strike. 

But these divisions couldn’t move at all with- 
out the 427,284 trucks, 13,303 combat vehicles and 
35,170 motorcycles which we sent over. And, in 
1942, when the plan called for a landing across 
the Channel, skipping the African and Italian 
wars, the Russians were so far back, without 
even American shoes to march in, and the Ger- 
man so badly extended and hurt that the thought 
of our being at the mercy of either, or even both, 
of them, was only an invention of Roosevelt, 
Wallace and others of the same stripe. 

“No one did more than Harry Hopkins,” 
Deane wrote. “With respect to Russian aid, how- 


. ever, I have always felt that (his) mission was 


carried on with a zeal which approached fanati- 
cism. When the tide finally turned at Stalin- 
grad and a Russian offensive started which ended 
only at Berlin, a new situation was created. The 
fire in our neighbor’s house had been extin- 
guished. He assumed that we would continue to 
submit to his direction’in helping to rebuild the 
house. And, unfortunately, we did. He allowed 


us to work on the outside and demanded that we 
continue to furnish material for the inside, the 
exact use of which we were not allowed to see.” 

But American young men now are allowed to 
feel the cruel effects of this folly. 

The attack on MacArthur diverts attention 
from a set of terrible facts which never has been 
sufficiently told. The Harriman administration 
built up this enemy whose planes are now fight- 
ing ours in Korea under a mimicry of lend-lease 
which disarms us of any right of protest. Yet, 
Harriman remains a power and a few months ago 
had the stupidity or effrontery to say that Sena- 


adventurous, resourceful reporter, had 
thumbed her way across Asia to Moscow. 
She called the turn on Harriman as a weak’ 
sister at the time. Several pro-Communist- 
propagandists in the Moscow corps hated her: 


“I don’t want to write like a propagandist,” 
she wrote, “even though today that is a sure-fire 
way of gaining popularity. Since the Russians 
have ceased to be ‘those lousy Reds’ and become 
‘our gallant allies,’ any criticism is practically 
regarded as treason. To describe a hotel bed as 
uncomfortable is to be accused of being anti- 
Communist and, nowadays, anyone who is anti- 
Communist is put down as pro-Fascist. I am 


neither. I am merely pro-American.”

Being Cranky | 
With Child

Once, long ago, I learned 4 
lesson from the mother of a 
friend of mine that I néver for- 
got. 

I was spending a weekend at 
their house when, out of a clear 
sky, three grandchildren were 
unceremoniously dumped in the 


grandmother’s lap. The house 
was rather small and the chil- 
dren were all over it and quite 
obviously in the habit of get- 
ting into constant mischief. 

Before the weekend was over 
they had done some pretty try- 
ing things. Their grandmother 
was very tolerant, but she let 
them go only so far. Then, when 
she spoke, they obeyed, and 
without any sign of rebellion or 
sulkiness. 

I am sure this was because 
she never used a cranky or un- 
pleasant voice. “You don’t need 
to,” she said. “There is no rea- 
son for being cross and sound- 
ing cross when you have to 
check them, or even lay down 
the law. In fact, children hear 
you better and obey better if 
you speak in a enay matter- 
of-fact way.” 

Haven’t you noticed the same 
thing? I have. Often you catch 
yourself giving a direction, or 
putting a stop to something in a 
cross voice, when there’s no 
need for crossness at all. For in- 
stance— 

Your small son may spend 
happy hours doing a job of en- 
gineering, using water and mud 
for ponds and outlets. Unwit- 
tingly he tramples that bare 
patch you’ve just seeded with 
expensive grass seed, and 
ploughed it up with his boots. 
His little friends are there and 
you are about to launch into a 
first-class scolding, when you 
catch yourself. You can tell him. 
You can explain. You don’t have 
to scold. 

A dozen times a day you have 
to tell the children to do some- 
thing or not to do it. Out of the 
dozen times, there may be only 
one when you are justified in 
being cranky, or angry. Keep 
your commanding voice or even 
your cross one for those occa- 
sions, and the rest of the time 
say what you have to in a 
friendly tone of voice, in a cas- 
ual or businesslike way, as the 
occasion demands. You'll get 
much better results.

The skin does not absorb 
medicine, poison, water, food, 
hormones, vitamins, minerals, 
alkaloids. 

If your brains are addled by 
alcohol you may imagine you 
can sweat it out of your system 
in a steam bath or something 
of the sort and so escape the 
evil consequences of your 
debauch. Even a moron should 
know better. 


In certain acute illnesses 
a sweat may be the best first 
aid treatment. In the booklet 
call it C-R-I—for copy send 
25c and stamped self-address- 
ed envelop—I recommend the 
hot mustard foot bath as ex- 
cellent treatment for acute 
bronchitis, acute earache, etc., 
and tell how to give it. But I 
explain that the purpose is not 
to “drive out” anything 
through the sweating, but sim- 
ply to equalize circulation and 
relieve congestion. 


If the skin could in some cir- 
cumstance take in or give off air 
or other gas the function might 
be called perspire and the air or 
gas absorbed or excreted per- 
spiration. Since we know no such 
air or gas can pass through the 
skin, it is incorrect and mislead- 
ing to call sweat perspiration. 

In health or illness sweat is 
virtually -nothing else than salt 
and water. Traces of this and that 
may be present, but are of no 
significance so far as health and 
illness are concerned. 


Whenever sweating is pro- 
fuse, say in extremely warm 
weather or when one works in 
a warm place or works or 
plays hard enough to sweat 
profusely, it is advisable to 
take a good pinch of ordinary 
salt with each drink or glass 
of water—say five grains of 
salt—to replenish the body’s 
normal salt content. A good 
deal of salt is lost in sweat. 

If it is not restored to the 
normal level one is likely to 
suffer heat cramps or heat ex- 
haustion. 


Sole function of sweating is 
to cool the body. 

There is not the slightest ob- 
jection to suppressing or re- 
stricting sweating in a limited 
area, such as the armpits, or 
sweating of the feet. Ways of do- 
ing so are described in pamphlet 
on sweating available on written 
request if you provide stamped 
self-addressed envelope.
